last day on which the postoflSce will 
accept C hristm as parcels to bo mail­ 
ed to soldiers with the expeditionary 
forces. 
The local committee ha- ¡-sued 99 
cartons on labels sent from soldiers 
abroad and has given out 130 over­ 
seas labels to relatives 
of soldiers 
who have made affidavit that 
they 
have not received a label from ov­ 
erseas and th at 
they 
will not mail 
another parcel if they should get an 
overseas label. 
Tin- makes a tmal 
of 219 overseas laliels in the hands 
of local relatives

used in mailing gifts. 
The plan of the w ar department 
to distribute the labels among 
the 
expeditionary

labels were not distributed in time 
to be sent here. 
This re s u lte d in 
the time for accepting parcels for 
mailing being twice postponed.

both when an affidavit is made that 
none has been received and no other 
one will be used for the pur|>ose of 
sending a package overseas. 
When the carton is returned, the 
committee weighs it to see that

weight— three ¡»ounds— and inspects 
the contents to make sure there are 
no contraband articles included. The 
sender is then asked for the required 
amount of postage and the commit­ 
tee attends to the mailing.

“ Do not hit y our child ren on the 
head , which is d angerous, but (with 
y our hand only ) whip them, ov er 
y our knee as our grand mother* d id , 
where, and in the humbling way that 
they will feel shame.

is the wheat join tworm, says en to­ 
mologists of the Un ited States De­ 
partmen t of Agriculture, in a recen t 
Farmers’ Bulletin , No. 1006, 
“The 
Wheat Join tworm an d Its Con trol/' 
It is a very small grub which lives 
in the stems of wheat, suckin g the 
juices of the plan t an d causin g 
a 
swellin g in the stein . 
Although this 
in sect is sometimes 
more 
serious 
than the Hessian 
fly, occasion ally 
causin g complete d estruction , very 
little is d on e at persen t to con trol 
its d epred ation s. 
The in sect has a 
n umber of 
n atural 
en emies, 
but 
these should n ot lie relied upon . For­ 
tun ately the join tworm attacks on ly 
wheat, which fact suggests on e 
of 
the most reliable con trol measures, 
that of substitutin g crops. 
In the 
out hern part of the eastern wheat 
belt the in sect may he con trolled by 
plowin g wheat stubble d eeply after 
harvest when this d oes n ot in terfere 
with the growin g of red clover an d 
crass.

The most destructive enemy o£ 


wheat, next to the Hessian fly, in the 
wheat,States east of the Mississippi 
is the 'wheat jointwbrm, says ento- 
mologists of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, in a recent 
Farmers' Bulletin, No. 1006, 
"The 


Wheat Uointworm and Its Control." 
It is a very small grtfb which lives 
in the steins of wheat, sucking the 
juices of the plant and causing 
a 


swelling in .the stem. Although this 
insect is sometimes 
more 
serious 


than the Hessian fly, occasionally 
causing complete destruction, very 
little is done at persent to control 
its depredations. 
The insect'has a 


number of natural 
enemies, but 


these should not be relied upon. For- 
tunately the jointworm attacks only 
wheat, which fact suggests one of 
the most reliable control measures, 
that of substituting crops. 
In the 


southern part of the eastern wheat 
belt the insect may be controlled by 
plowing wheat stubble deeply after 
harvest when this does not interfere 
with the growing of red clover and 
grass.
